“Slim” Lindbergh stood on top of 
the pilot house of a small steamer 
yesterday noon, down the bay.

He Is Calm Amid Tumult.

He was affected, there was 
no doubt of it, but there is something 
almost superhuman in Lindbergh’s 
acceptance of honors such as have 
been paid to few men in the history 
of tne world.

Wings Away ‘Serenely. 
Bound for his surpassing recep- 
tion, Colonel. Lindbergh took off 


from Bolling Field at Washington at |; 


9:54 A.M. After attending a break- 
fast of aviators he had been whisked 
to the field and went immediately 
to the Spirit of St. Louis. He

tion and an army pursuit ‘plane was 
run out. He climbed in with a wave, 
in much the same serene manner he 
had stepped inte.-his transoceanie 
airplane less than @ month ago, and 
whirled upward. 

The news was flashed to New 
York, where the crowds were al- 
ready waiting. Quiet, ~ orderly 
‘crowds, although super-enthusiastic, 
which gave the police a good-natured 
but comparatively easy task, Only 
one death was reported, that of a 
girl who died from ~heart disease, 
despite the magnitude of the crowds, 
estimated as numbering as many as 
4,000,000 persons. Fewer than 
fifty persons were recorded by the 
police as requiring treatment, chief- 
ly .for faintness, although ‘there 
were many minor sufferers. 

The city waited, bands . playing, 
flags flying. Then came word that 
Lindbergh was over Staten Island, 
then at Mitchel Field, where it de- 
veloped that Lindbergh had flown 
at some risk from Washington. As 
he stepped out of the plane at the 
Long Island field he remarked: 

“Be sure to check up the gas feed 
on that ship before anybody flies 
it.” 


Used Auxiliary Gas Tank. 


That was all the Colonel had to 
say about it. But an examination 
showed that he had traveled from 
the capital using an auxiliary gas 
tank. Before any one could question 
him on whether he had ever given a 
thought to the danger, the airman 
was in the amphibian San Francisco, 
which was one of the planes used 
in the Good-Will flight to South 
America. [Army. officers at Wash- 
ington explained later that Colonel 
Lindbergh must have misunderstood 
instructions and turned on the wrong 
gas switch.] 

Lindbergh made for the Narrows. 
He came down smartly and taxied 
toward his marine guard of honor. 
There were 400 ships in that guard— 
excursion boats, yachts, tugs and 
motorboats—led by the municipal re- 
ception boat Macom, with Grover A. 
Whalen, Chairman of the Mayor’s 
Committee on Reception, aboard. A 
police launch shot.over to Lind- 
bergh’s plane and with a grip of the 
hand the Colonel was aboard. He 
was transshipped to the Macom, and 
the slow journey up the harbor was 
begun with “Lindy” onthe bridge. 

Sirens, shrill tooters, full-throated 
whistles on the flotilla burst into 


bedlam. Further up the bay and at 
the piers the deeper note of liners 


came in ear-splitting punctuations 
into the uproar. The birdman was 
getting his first instalment of a 
typical New York welcome. The din 
was beyond description and the vol- 
ume of it crept into the microphone 
placed at the end of Pier A, several 
miles from the main source of noise, 
and was carried to the ears of the 
radio audience, estimated at 15,- 
000,000. 

Air Comrades Wing Overhead. 

As the flotilla came racketing up 
the bay, Colonel Lindbergh cast an 
expert. eye now and then at the 
twenty-two planes, riding the skies 
in battle formation, that gave him 
an escort of his comrades of the 
silver wings. Drumming, drumming, 
they sped far ahead, circled the city 
while the crowds thrilled at their 
majestic manoeuvres, and came back 
to sweep above the Macom. In ac- 
cordance with arrangements by the 
Mayor’s Committee, the flying Colo- 
nel went into the cabin of the Macom 
and gave a five-minute interview. 

As he leaned back comfortably on 
a cushioned seat he displayed signs 
of nérvousness, which must have 
been due to the ordeal of a “ship- 
news interview.” His fine long 
fingers plucked at the blue suit he 
had donned in preference to the 
brand new Colonel’s uniform that 
had been delivered to him in Wash- 
ington, and he tried to adjust a pin 
on the lapel. The pin was the emblem 
of the Ancient and Secret Order of 
Quiet Birdmen. He fumbled with che 
emblem and, giving it up as a bad 
job, put it in his pocket. The inter- 
viewers, however, seemed a bit 
nervous themselves and the questions 
were few. He had no plans for the 
future, he said, and when some one 
asked him.if he was wearied by his 
series of receptions, he smiled and 
said tactfully: 

“That’s hardly a query I could 
answer now.”

Along with all the other super 
latives applied to Colonel Lind- 
bergh that of ‘‘greatest traffic 
manager of the world’’ was given 
to him last night in a telegram 
sent in care of _THE New YORK 
Times by P. W. Coyle, Traffic 
Commissioner of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“I congratulate you as the great- 
est traffic manager of the world,”’ 
wired Mr. Coyle. ‘You made a 
definite time from New York to 
Paris and by intelligent, heroic 
use of modern facilities and ap- 
pliances reached your specific des- 
tination without mishap.on time. 
Thus you established a record in 
transportation which will go 
down in history with that of 
Columbus.”’ 











twisting paper, falling like silver 
flakes, the airman started up Broad- 
way’s canyon.- Every window held 
spectators—waving, cheering spec- 
tators—and on either side he saw 
the thick masses of those on the 
sidewalks. Through this swaying, 
surging, eager throng he came to the 
City Hall, brilliant in the sunshine, 
resplendent with colors, and peopled

Preceding his arrival 15,000 sol- 
diers and sailors had marched past 
the Mayor, his municipal admini- 
strative officers and 3,000 invited 
guests of the welcome committee, 
seated in two stands. Three white- 
robed women trumpeters sounded a 
piercingly clear signal as his car 
turned into the driveway to the 
Mayor’s stand. 


What an outburst of sound greeted 
him! He stepped from his car and 
was escorted to the Mayor to whom 
he was formally introduced by Mr, 
Whalen. The Chairman of the com- 
mittee briefly recounted the circum- 
stances of the famous take-off at 
Roosevelt Field and presented the 
flier as “the man who has won the 
love and admiration of the world.” 
Before the Mayor gave his address 
of welcome, an illuminated scroll, 
testifying to the esteem n which the 
city held him, was read and pre- 
sented to Colonel Lindbergh. He ac- 
cepted it with his abrupt little bow 
and his quick-flashing smile. 


Mayor Welcomes Him for City. 


Mayor Walker, veteran of. many 
speeches of welcome, delivered an 
address which many considered a 
gem. He began with a reference 
to the naive way in which the flier 
had sought letters of introduction 
to persons in Paris before he at- 
tempted his flight. Turning to the 
smiling, boyish figure at his side, 
the Mayor advised the flier that “if 
you have prepared yourself with any 
letters of introduction to New York 
City, they are not necessary.” 


Deftly the Mayor worked in Lind- 
bergh’s habit of referring to his 
plane and himself as “we,” saying 
that he had “given to the world a 
flying pronoun.” The hearts of 
6,000,000 citizens of New York were 
beating faster to the measure of the 
Colonel’s courage and accomplish- 
ment, he said. 

“Colonel Lindbergh,” said the 
Mayor at another point, “New York 
City is yours—I don’t give it to you; 
you won it.” 

Quickly the Medal of Valor of the 
city was pinned to his coat and then 
the crowd tugged forward to hear 
his reply. Mrs. Lindbergh, how- 
ever, was introduced, and the crowd 
roared its approval of this. If any- 
thing, the cheers were greater for 
the mother than for the son, and 
“Lindy” showed that he liked it so. 


Tells of His Receptions. 


In a few well phrased sentences 
he told of his receptions abroad. 
He spoke easily and without hint of 
embarrassment and not once did he 
speak of his flight—it was all about 
how they greeted him, especially at 
Le Bourget Field at Paris and at 
Croydon, near London. More than 
1,000 Scotland Yard men were as- 
signed to protect him at Croydon, 
but the crowd was so great he never 
saw more than two of the Yard men 
at one time. He compared his three 
foreign receptions and his welcome 
at Washington to New York’s greet- 
ings. 

“At Washington I received a 
marvelous reception,” he said, “but 
at New York, I believe, that all four 
put together would be in about the 
same position as those London ‘bob- 
bies,’ ” 

The Colone] warned that a regular 
transatlantic air service was not 
close at hand. Stations and tri- 
motored planes were necessary and 
to attempt to fly over the ocean 
without them “would be foolhardy.” 
The crowd caught that reference to 
“foolhardy,” and, remembering that 
Lindbergh had flown ‘a single 
motored plane, broke in with a fresh 
uemonstration. Just as he did in his 
speech at Washington, he ended his 
reply with a crisp “I thank you.”

as the tall form of the aviator came 
within vision. 

The Mayor formally introduced 
the Colonel to the Governor and they 
exchanged a few remarks, both 
laughing. As they conversed, the| ¢ 
Mayor disclosed that one of the 
things Lindbergh had said to him 
at the City Hall, when he and the 
flier had had a similar conversation, 
was relative to the spectators who 
had chosen the edges of skyscraper | 2mazi 
roofs for the vantage point.

The Mayor also disclosed part of 
the conversation he had had with the 
flier on the trip from the City Hall 
to the Mall. At one point on the 
way up it was necessary to brush 
off some of the torn paper that had 
fallen into the car. Lindbergh 
picked up a piece of the paper and 
examined it. It was a tattered page 
from the telephone directory. 

“IT guess when I leave here,” the 
Mayor quoted him as saying, “they'll 
have to print another edition of the 
telephone book.” 

“Well before you leave,” replied 
the Mayor, “you'll have to provide 
us with another Street Cleaning De- 
partment.”

They ex- 
ressed the belief that Colonel] Lind- 
ergh turned the wrong gasoline 
switch, draining the fuel from’ the 
main tank into the auxiliary. 

It was explained that the P-1 car- 
ried two tanks, one divided into 
‘‘main’’ and “reserve’’ tanks, with 
the former holding forty gallons 
and the latter 10, and a 50-gallon 
‘auxiliary’ tank, which was empty. 

The main and reserve tanks are so 
linked that if the “‘main’’ switch on 
the control board is employed, the 
engine will stop when the forty gal- 
lons are consumed, after which the 
ten gallon reserve is drawn upon. If 
the reserve switch is used at the out- 
set the entire fifty gallons, it was 
said, flows into the engine without 
giving warning when only ten gal- 
ons remain.

Hundreds on Rooftops as Lindbergh 
and Convoy Pass City. 
Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 13.—Colo- 
nel Charies A. Lindbergh played 
havoc with Philadelphia business to- 
day. Although the transatlantic air- 
man flew high over the city on his 
way to New York and thousands 
could not distinguish his army pur- 
suit plane from the convoy of twen- 
ty-one machines, the city closed up 
its offices, waved and yelled itself 
hoarse from the rooftops, streets and 
bridges and then talked or thought 
of nothing else the rest of the day.

HE NEARLY TUMBLES OUT 


Swept From Feet as Auto Leaps 
Forward: Through Gap in Throng 
-—Whalen Hauls Him Back. 


Lindbergh landed at Pier A at the 
Battery at 1:37 P. M. yesterday at 
the height of a paper snowstorm that 
blurred the mountainous skyline of 
lower Manhattan and at the climax 
of a harbor symphony of sirens, 
horns, whistles and bells ‘that seemed 
to make the tip of the island tremble. 
Awaiting him there was a crowd of 
probably 60,000 on the ground and in 


buildings. Their enthusiasm was: 


boundless when the hero of the air 
walked from the darkened entrance 
of the pier into the brilliant sunlight 
and started from the Battery to City 
Hall for his official welcome. 

The crowd was packed as solidly 
as humanity can be packed with po- 
licemen afoot and on horse holding 
it at a safe distance of probably 100 
yards from the seawall at the Bat- 
tery. The police were taking no 
chances with that crowd. There were 
“1,052 policemen on duty at the Bat- 
tery. There were 3,229 lined up al- 
most solidly from the Battery to City 
Hall. They. held fast at all points 
and kept Battery Place and Broad- 
way as clear of spectators as if they 
had been stone retaining wall im- 
pounding the spectators between the 
curbs and building lines.

RUSH ALL DAY LONG 


Subways and Elevated Running 
on Peak-Hour Schedules Are 
Taxed by Throngs. 


TRAINS DELAYED BY CRUSH 


Railroad Terminals Jammed After 
Parade Is Over and Autos Creep 
Along Roads Leading From City. 


The subway, elevated lines and 
railroads handled hundreds of thou- 
sands of extra passengers yesterday. 

Traffic in and out of the city was 
unusually heavy, as additional thou- 
sands made their way here in auto- 
mobiles over the highways, in ferry 
boats and coast ships. The influx 
began early in the morning and the 
greatest jams resulted after the 
parade was over, as every one 
seemed to want to get back home at 
the same moment. 

Congestion at the railroad termi- 
nals, subway and elevated stations 
below Brooklyn Bridge developed as 
soon as Colonel Lindbergh had 
passed. In the subway and elevated 
stations, thousands either bound for 
home or desirous of obtaining an- 
other glimpse elsewhere of the avia- 
tor and notables in the parade, 
swarmed through the entrances and 
on to the platforms. Hundreds 
reached the platforms without pay- 
ing fares, and the special transit 
company policemen and guards were 
powerless to stem the human tide. 

Uptown trains were delayed by pas- 
sengers who in ———— to foree 
their way in, prevented the doors 
from closing. At some stations 
trains were held five minutes or 
longer. As the parade wended its 
way northward, the crowds jammed 
the subway and elevated stations 
mostly in the direction of the line of 
march. The rush hour service on the 
elevated and subway lines main- 
tained most of the day was taxed to 
capacity, the ‘‘peaks’’ coming just 
before the start and after the finish 
of the parade. 


Bridge Stairway Closed. 


At the request of the police the 
stairway from City Hall Park to the 
elevated station at Brooklyn Bridge 
was closed during the parade. The 
subway exits leading into the crowds 
along lower Broadway were closed 
during the parade and B.-M. T. 
trains passed the Twenty-third Street 
subway station without stopping as 
the parade went by this point. 

The congestion extended to every 
section of lower Manhattan and kept 
pace northward with the parade. 
Trucks and taxicabs diverted from 
the parade route and near-by streets, 
sought other thoroughfares, adding 
to the jams. Cross streets were with- 
out police protection or direction,

COTTON RESUMES HUNT 
FOR THE FRENCH FLIERS 


Clear Weather Favors Search for 
Nangesser and Coli in 
Newfoundland. 


ST. JOHN’S, Newfoundland, June 
13 (*).—Major F. Sidney Cotton took 
off from Placentia this morning to 
resume his search for the missing 
French transatlantic fliers, Captains 
Charles Nungesser and Francois 
Coli. 

His search was centred today in 
the vicinity of Come-by-Chance, at 
the head of Placentia Bay, accord- 
ing to a message received here from 
him. 

Major Cotton, whose plane, the 
Jeanne d’Arc, was sent from the 
United States on a searching expe- 
dition financed by Daniel Guggen- 
heim, also covered the country in 
the vicinity of Fortune Bay and the 
Burin Peninsula, but found no trace 
of the missing French fliers.

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RADIO KEEPS PACE 
WITH LINDBERGH 


Announcers Along Route Tell of 
His Progress, Noise Drowning 
Their Voices at Times. 





EVERY DETAIL IS COVERED 





16,000,000 Are Thus Ablé to Take 
Part in Welcome and Escape 
Milling Crowds. 


After hearing announcers describe 
the pushing and milling thousands 
along the route of march, it seemed 
to many that the best place to view 
the parade was at home near the re- 
ceiving end of a radio set. 

In one way it was better, for the 
average observer standing on a curb 
could see the ceremony from only 
one point. If he chose to witness the 
landing from the Macom, provided 
he got there early enough, no power 
on earth could find him a place in 
the sun. of City Hall Park. On the 
other hand, the 15,000,000 silent par- 
ticipants were transported to stra- 
tegic points all along the way, keep- 
ing abreast of the cheers which sig- 
nified Colonel Lindbergh’s journey 
northward. 

Beginning at 11 A. M. the radio 
audience heard that the aviator had 
left Washington early in the morn- 
ing, that he had flown over Phila- 
delphia, that he was getting nearer, 
accom ied by the escort planes. 
They knew as soon as he came down 
at tchel Field and transferred to 
an amphibian plane. As the Macom 
reached Pier A, thew listened to the 
whistles, booming at first like a full 
organ. and then rising to a shrill 
crescendo. 

It was said later that Colonel Lind- 
bergh had wished them well through 
a microphone on the pier, but the 
whistles were too loud and his voice 
was drowned out. 


Entire Journey is Described. 


After that the journey from the 
Battery to City Hall and the cere- 
monies with Mayor Walker were de- 
scribed. An announcer stood on top 


of the Metropolitan Life Building to 
describe, with the aid of his field 
1 , what happened in Madison 
— Park. Finally there was the 
roar of the crowd, which nearly 
drowned the brief remarks of Colonel 
pAneecee and Governor Smith, at 
the Mall. | 
Many announcers and many sta- 
tions k part in bringing the pa- 
rade to those who did not go to it.

Obviously the two Amer- 
icans, who have been the objects of 
international adulation and in a 
sense—since during their stay in 
Berlin their activities were — 
sored and guided by the American 
Ambassador—envoys of the Ameri- 
can Government would have to 
voice their appreciation of Russian 
kindness in their regard. Indirectly, 
at least, they would bear testimony 
to the Russians’ willingness to col- 
laborate in furtherance of world 
understanding.

Text of Corporation’s Reply. 


Dear Mr. Hinkle: 

The corporation of Yale Univer- 
sity instructs me to acknowledge 
the receipt of the petition signed 
by you and a number of other 
students requesting further con- 
sideration of a university appoint- 
ment for Mr. Edgar M. Woolley. 

I am also instructed to inform 
you that the corporation thor- 
oughly appreciates the fine work 
Mr. Woolley has done in connec- 
tion with the Dramatic Associa- 


tion. It would be glad to see him 
continue as coach of that organiza- 
tion. It does not, however, see 
its way clear to offer him a new 
university appointment in the light 
of the experiences of the past four 
years ng args a ea difficulties 
during period. 

This decision will not, it is hoped, 
be thought to indicate any lack of 
interest on the part of the mem- 
bers of the corporation in the work 
of the Dramatic Association. Be- 
cause of their interest in it they 
have annually attempted to make 
arrangements for Mr. Woolley’s 
continuance here on terms that 
would be satisfactory to the asso- 
ciation.

WEST POINT, N. Y., June 13.—

MADRID, June 13.—For the first 
time in four years of power of Prinw 
de Rivera the Government is con- 
fronted with a strike situation. Two 
thousand employes of the Spanish 
Company for Naval Constructions at 
Fervel have threatened to walk out

PARIS, June 13.—“‘To avert civil 
war’’ Léon Daudet has surrendered.

a Paris taxi driver.

Newspaper workers who labor to 
present to the public accurate and 
complete accounts of human hap- 
penings may well have found in 
viewing the crowds yesterday some 
justification for their toil. For 
those millions gathered and cheered 
a young man for an exploit of which 
their only knowledge was gained 
from the press. “ Newspaper talk,” 
which so often receives the sneers 
of the disaffected or the cynical, 
was the sole cause of that vast 
assemblage. 

Recently an oratorical prize was 
awarded to a young person who 
attacked the newspapers for inac- 
curacy, bias and general mendacity. 
Often statesmen, confronted with 
the press record of a fact unpleas- 
ing to them, have announced that 
they don’t believe it; that the only 
evidence they have had of its oc- 
currence was through the newspa- 
pers. And then they have turned 
haughtily to something else. 

Well, did LINDBERGH really fly 
from San Diego to St. Louis with- 
out stopping? Did he then fly from 
St. Louis to New York without 
stopping? Did he then span the 
Atlantic and land at Le Bourget in 
Paris without stopping? Was he 
mobbed by admiring throngs, did he 
wear that borrowed suit, did he re- 
ceive homage and decorations from 
Kings and Ministers? Did he re- 
turn on the Memphis? Was he the 
centre of an amazing demonstration 
at Washington? Was it really he 
who was yesterday the guest of this 
hero-worshiping city? 

Few who saw that parade and 
cheered the young paladin had seen 
him take off from the Long Island 
field, Still fewer saw him in Euv- 
rope. Not many had beheld his 
triumph at Washington. The infor- 
mation which animated these vast 
throngs came from the press. The 
press, in general and as usual, re- 
ported faithfully these tremendous 
happenings, and it pursues the same 
care and devotion in reporting others 
of far less consequence and much 
more ephemeral.

INNOCENCE OF THE TREASURY. 

oe Economy ” is a grand Repub- 
lican word. To the translation of it 
into action there are limits which a 
careful Administration won’t try to 
step over. In an evil moment the 
Treasury Department decided to 
consolidate certain offices of Col- 
lectors of Internal Reyenue in cer- 
tain States. The abolition of some 
varieties of excise tax and the large 
reduction by act of Congress of the 
number of persons making income 
tax returns have lightened the work. 
The Treasury had convinced itself 
that the proposed consolidation 
would save money with no loss of 
efficiency. But it soon found that it 
was violating a long tradition and 
treading on sacred toes. “ What are 
we here for but the offices?”

DAWES PLAN PROSPECTS. 

In Agent General GILBERT'S re- 
port on the first nine months of 
the third Dawes year, as of June 1, 
unquestionably the most significant 
feature is the indefinite postpone- 
ment of the “ breakdown” of the 
Dawes Plan. As in his previous 
reports, Mr. GILBERT abstains from 
prophecy, but this time it is only 
from direct prophecy. The impli- 
cation of his cited figures is unmis- 
takable. From the first adoption 
of the Dawes Plan it was generally 
agreed that the first two years 
would be neither difficult nor typi- 
cal. Troubles would begin with the 
third year ending next September. 
The year 1927-28 would bring se- 
rious complications, and the year 
1928-29, when the maximum Dawes 
payments fell due, would bring, 
probably, collapse. 

Such, today, are neither the facts 
nor the outlook. The third year 
is virtually disposed of; and this 
means that an annuity of 1,500,000,- 
000 marks, equal to 60 per cent. of 
the maximum annuity, has been 
easily achieved. Next year’s an- 
nuity is 1,750,000,000 marks, anc Mr. 
GILBERT points out that the reve- 
nues allocated for reparations in the 
current budget year, -covering one- 
half of the fourth Dawes year, are 
estimated at 2,400,000,000 marks. 
This means that from the budget 
alone there will be available much 
more than the entire fourth year 
annuity, though more than half of 
it is to come from other sources— 
railway and industrial debentures, 
transportation tax, &c. , 

The fourth Dawes year, then, is 
safe. But the implications of Mr. 
GILBERT’S report run beyond to the 
fifth, standard, year, beginning Sep- 
tember, 1928. The standard annui- 
ty is 2,500,000,000 marks, of which 
the budget contribution is 750,000,- 
000 marks. Now, with respect to 
the German revenues from which 
this contribution must come, and 
with respect to the railroad and in- 
dustrial and transportation items 
which must account for the remain-~- 
der, Mr. GILBERT seems to entertain 
no doubt that the yield will be 
forthcoming. Economic conditions 
are improving. Germany weathered 
a@ severe economic crisis last Win- 
ter without the slightest jar to the 
Dawes payments. Revenues are in- 
creasing despite heavy tax reduc- 
tions. If difficulties are henceforth 


GILBERT avails himself of his rights 
—and his duty—under the Dawes 


agreement to comment severely on 
Germany’s financial methods. He 
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sentially on German well-being the 
future operation of the plan must 
depend. 

Concerning the much discussed is- 
sue of German capacity to pay, there 
is now impressive testimony that 
the full incidence of the Dawes an-| 
nuities in 1928-29 should raise no 
difficulties. There remain two other 
factors. One is the capacity of 
Germany’s debtors to absorb the 
maximum annuities. On this point, 
too, the former theoretical objec- 
tions have not been substantiated. 
If the Allies can absorb 60 per cent. 
of the maximum annuity, as they 
are doing in the present ‘year, it is 
not imppssible that they may con- 
tinue to take up a very considerable 
part of the remaining 40 per cent. 
The really debatable problem is 
psychological: whether, it is best for 
debtor and creditor, best for the 
peace of Europe as a whole, that 
Germany shall indefinitely go on 
paying and the Allies receiving. 

—————— 

THE OUTLOOK IN IRELAND. 

One of the charms of proportional 
representation is that you have to 
wait a week or two after an election 
until the skilled accountants have 
figured out who has won. This 
process has been going on in Ireland 
since last Thursday, and the final 
results are not yet known. But it is 
clear from the ascertained elections 
in about two-thirds of the entire 152 
constituencies that the Cosgrave 
Government will not have a majority 
in the new Dail. The De Valera 
malcontents did’ better than was 
expected, but will not, apparently, 
number more than fifty members at 
the outside. This means that even if 
they enter the Dail, which they 
vow they will not do, since they 
would then be required to take the 
oath of allegiance, no more than one- 
third of the membership would vote 
for repudiating the treaty with Eng- 
land which set up the Irish Free 
State. All the other parties in 
the election—Independents, F'armers, 
Laborites, the National League and 
so on—are for going ahead under 
the treaty. If that issue had been 
squarely presented to the electors, 
without any of the complications of 
the scheme of proportional voting, 
it would have won overwhelmingly. 

It is now expected that a Coalition 
Government will have to be formed. 
This, again, is a consequence of the 
plan of proportional representation. 
Its champions will no doubt acclaim 
its fairness, and maintain that all 
sections of Irish opinion are to be 
adequately represented in the Dail. 
But they surely cannot have their 
own way there. They will have to 
compromise and put up with the 
next best thing just as would have 
been the case had there been only 
two parties, and had a choice be- 
tween them been necessary, even it 
as a choice of evils. On the other 
hand, with two coherent and vigor- 
ous parties contesting the election, 
the result would have been known 
within twenty-four hours, and one 
party or the other would have pro- 
ceeded to form a Government. There 
is something to be said for that 
method, after all. 

— — — 
FLAG DAY. 

One hundred and fifty years: ago 
today the Continental Congress 
adopted a resolution that “the flag 
“of the thirteen United States be 
“ thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
“white; that the union be thirteen 
“ stars, white in a blue field.” While 
Congress did not promulgate the 
design until Sept. 3, 1777, the flag 
of the new nation was raised by 
Colonel PETER GANSEVOORT Jr. on 
Aug. 3 on the northeast bastion of 
Fort Stanwix in anticipation of 
an attack by the British. There 
is more than one account of the 
materials out-of which the first 
American battle flag was wrought. 
According to Lieut. Col. MARINUS 
WILLETT : 

The white stripes were cut out of 
ammunition shirts, the blue out of 
a camilet cloak taken from the 
enemy at Peekskill, while the red 
stripes were made of different 
pieces of stuff procured from one 
and another of. the’ expedition:

The American flag should be a 

symbol, not a fetich. In the proc- 
lamation of Governor FULLER of 
Massachusetts there is an appeal 
that befits the sesquicentennial 
anniversary : 

Revere the flag, give it the def- 
erence that is its due, respect it in 
all thoughts and acts, and there 
can come no disaster to our Re- 
public. The blessed reminder of a 
noble past, it should ever lead us 
to a worthy future. 


WHAT PRICE TEACHING? 

In the annual report of the Presi- 
dent of the Carnegie Foundation for 
the Advancement of Teaching a good 
amount of pertinent information is 
gathered together. Since a part of 
the dissatisfaction of teachers with 
their salaries arises from increases 


in the cost of living, Dr. PRITCHETT |- 


does a useful thing in working out 
statistical comparisons. His figures 
show that the pay of teachers, as a 
whole, has been advanced to keep 
pace with the rise in the cost of liv- 
ing, though carpenters, plasterers, 
electricians, factory employes and 
even day laborers have fared much 
better than teachers in high schools 
and colleges. 

It-is clear that the Carnegie Foun- 
dation report holds that teachers, as 
a body, are paid as much as the 
average person among them would 
be able to earn in other pursuits. 
Some of the strictures passed upon 
the abilities and motives of public 
school teachers are rather severe. 
They are not more so, however, than 
the findings of the Mayor’s commit- 
tee in its report upon the teaching 
force of the public schools of this 
city. Yet while that committee be- 
lieved that a higher rate of pay 
would attract abler teachers, Dr. 
PRITCHETT is skeptical about such a 
relation of cause and effect. While 
he asserts that teachers should be 
assured of an income sufficient to 
enable them to lead a dignified and 
scholarly life, he denies that any 
great body of “supermen in teach- 
ing and research” would be drawn 
into our colleges by salaries of 
$25,000 to $50,000 a year. 

That may be granted without in 
the least conceding that the pay of 
college professors today is what it 
ought to be. Certain contrasts are 
too glaring. We read of millions 
upon millions poured into new col- 
lege dormitories, stadiums, gym- 
nasiums, assembly halls, but the 
professor too often remains the for- 
gotten man of education. Happily, 
many colleges have moved within 
recent years to improve his financial 
status. But more ought to be done. 
It is idle to tell a man forced to 
make his family live among beg- 
garly elements that he ought to 
console himself with the “intel- 
lectual satisfactions” of teaching. 


OVERGRAZED RANGES. 

Reports of a dry Spring in the 
Southwest have brought forth proph- 
ecies that the stockmen in the arid 
States will again fare badly. For 
the difficulties of the last few years 
the weather and the Government 
have been mostly blamed. The cattle 
and sheep owners in Arizona and 
New Mexico have complained that 
if the Government would only re- 
move restrictions on grazing on 
forest and other public lands the 
herds would be able to live and make 
a profit. They have pointed out that 
in the old days, before the Govern- 
ment curtailed grazing, New Mexico 
and Arizona were good “cattle 
country.” Some of the cattlemen 
have even gone so far as to depart 
from their traditional hostility to the 
sheepmen, and have said that there 
would be room Gnough for sheep as 
well as cattle if grazing were free. 

All this overlooks a fundamental 
element—in fact, what seems to be 
the real cause of the present trouble 
in the Southwest—the devastating

CHILDREN INJURED AT WORK.

The National 
Consumers’ League has been making 
a study of children’s compensation 
for industrial injuries. It is shock- 
ing to learn of conditions in some 
States, which free a corporation 
from penalty for killing, mutilating 
or blinding a boy or girl because the 
child has been working illegally. The 
result is to place a premium on ille- 
gal employment of minors. Among 
the sixteen States excluding from 
compensation minors injured while 
illegally employed is Pennsylvania, 
second in industrial importance in 
the country. 

An illustration of the working of 
the law may be taken from Penn- 
sylvania’s records. In one accident, 
two boys under 18 were killed. One 
of these cases was taken into 
court, where a fine of $25 and costs 
amounting to $10.60 were imposed 
on the employer. In another indus- 
trial accident in the same State, 
causing the injury of three children, 
13, 14 and 15 years old, and the 
death of a boy of 15, the employer 
was fined $15. The exclusion of 
these children from compensation, 
because under the law they should 
not have been working at all, frus- 
trates the protective measures pro- 
vided for grown working people. 

It is sad enough if a workman 50 
years old loses a hand, a leg or an 
eye, and thus faces the rest of his 
life handicapped. But in only five 
States is he unprotected. Arkansas, 
Florida, Mississippi and North and 
South Carolina have no workmen’s 
compensation law. Everywhere else 
the adult worker receives some sort 
of protection. The young worker 
partially disabled suffers a particu- 
lar hardship by reason of his youth. 
He has not had time to adjust him- 
self to the working world. If he is 
injured at the age of 15, he will 
receive compensation, usually very 
little, for ten years, when his income 
is cut off. At 25, when he would be 
entering a period of maximum earn- 
ing power, he finds himself without 
money and without the means of 
making any. 

Since workmen’s compensation 
laws were sustained sixteen years 
ago by the courts it has been as- 
sumed that children injured at work 
were adequately paid, and that the 
cost of compensation assured them 
safer conditions, as it does for 
adult workers. Unhappily, it has not 
worked out like that. The case of 
a boy of 15, working in a Connecti- 
cut hardware factory, shows what 
happens. JOE was asked to take the 
belt off a pulley and hold it away 
from the shaft for a repair. This 
would not necessitate stopping the 
machinery. It was an illegal order. 
JOE’S arms were injured and ampu- 
tated at the shoulders. For ten years 
he received compensation of $6.50 a 
week, based on his salary of $13. 
Next November even these tiny pay- 
ments cease, and at 25 he faces the 


prospect of living on charity for the 
rest of his life.

Developed New Style In Depicting

Clarence Coles Phillips, widely 
known illustrator and designer of 
magazine covers, died shortly before 


midnight on Sunday at his home, 158 
Sutton Manor, New Rochelle, after a 
long illness. His condition had been 
regarded as critical for a week. 

He returned a year ago from Swit- 
zerland, where he had gone to take 
actinic ray treatments, which failed 
to remedy his condition. Since his 
return Mr. Phillips had failed gradu- 
ally in health, although, until shortly 
before he died, he continued work on 
a detective novel which he had nearly 
completed. 

It was said last night that the 
funeral would be private. 

Mr. Phillips was born in Spring- 
field, Ohio, forty-seven years ago, the 
son of the late Rev. J. W. Phillips. 
His mother is now a resident of New 
Haven, Conn. Besides her, he leaves 
a wife, Teresa Hyde Phillips, a 
writer of note; four children: Coles 
Jr., aged 15 years; John, 18; Hyde, 
11, and Teresa,’ 9, and two sisters, 
Mrs. William C: Wurtemburg of New 
Haven and Mrs. Schuyler Eddy of 
Springfield, Ohio. 

Evidence of his gift for drawing. 
‘was given by Mr. Phillips at an 
early age. When he was a boy of 
12, working in a Springfield grocery 
store, an artist who chanced to visit 
that city saw some of his sketches 
and told his parents he should de- 


velop the pronounced talent he un- 
doubtedly possessed. 


Started Career as a Clerk. 


In 1900 Clarence went to work as 
a clerk at the plant of the American 
Radiator Company in Springfield. 
Stanley B. DeLong, then superintend- 
ent, who now is director of radiation 
for the company at Buffalo, said of 
him later: 

“Clarence had an attractive per- 
sonality, but he wasn‘t fitted for 
business or manufacturing at all. I 


had one of those high desks at which 
one sat on a stool and Clarence had 
a 8 lew. Hat-topped desk right behind 
‘He was always behind in his 
work. I don’t think he ever really 
did catch up with it. When I would 
turn around and look down at his 
desk, there he would be drawing, 
while his work waited.

BAD WILDUNGEN, Germany, 
June 13.—Gustav Bernhardt Kulen- 
kampff died here last Friday after a 
long iliness, suffering from cancer 
of the kidneys. He was brought 
here in a critical condition a fort- 
night ago from Bremen, where he 
had been ee his return from 
America sho after the close of 
the war. 

Kulenkampff was born in Bremen 
in 1878, bu t most of his life 
in America, though he always re- 
tained his German citizenship. Since 
his return he lived the life of a re- 
cluse, owing to sickness, He 
been unable to indulge in his hobby, 
yachting, since his return. 








Gustav Bernhardt Kulenkampff, 
who was a former member of the cof- 
fee importing firm of Wessels, Kulen- 
kampff & Co., 113 Pearl Street, was 
arrested here during the war as a 
dangerous enemy alien. 

Kulenkampff at the time of his ar- 
rest in May, 1918, was reputed to be 
one of the wealthiest Germans in the 
United States. He was an intimate 
of Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, and Captains von Papen 
and Boy-Ed, Military and Naval At- 
tachés, and was himself an officer in 
the German Army, according to of- 
ficials of the Department of Justice. 

During the twenty years prior to 
the outbreak of the war Kulenkampff 

had amassed a fortune here. Some 
of this he lost in the West Indies as 


a result of Great Britain’s entry into 


the struggle. A Government official 


described him as “probably tie most 
important enemy alien in the coun- 


One of the charges against him at 
that time was that he ssessed a 
private code which might have been 
used to send important news to Ger- 
many. Among his effects Govern- 
ment agents also discovered impor- 
tant letters, including one from —* 
tain Boy-Ed, thanking Kulenkamp 
for ‘‘all the services rendered us.”

| JAPAN FOR EQUALITY 


. IN AUXILIARY SHIPS 


Will y Propose. a Maximam: 
Limit. at. Geneva Naval 
Conference. 


TOKIO, June 13 #.—The Associ- 
ated Press is informed from an au- 
thoritative source that Japan’s dele- 
gation to the Geneva Naval Confer- 
ence is instructed to propose an 
equal ratio, with a maximum limit, 
for auxiliary vessels.

There 
fore, the conversations in the hotel 
suites are now more important than 
the meetings called at the League 
secretariat, inasmuch as the question 
under private discussion is whether 
M. Briand or Sir Austen Chamber 
lain shall have the distinction of 
being not the negotiator but the arbi- 
trator of European harmony. 
Already there has been a meeting 
of the French and British & 
Ministers. The former then hastily 
sought out Dr. Stresemann, who in 
view of the new British-Russian re- 
lations, has almost overnight found 
himself possessed of ace cards. 


Briand in Difficult Position. 


M. Briand, for the first time at 
Geneva, finds himself in the difficult 
position of having his hands tied by 
Premier Poincaré and the French 
Cabinet as the result of the report 


made by Marshal Foch a few days 
ago, which may result in the aban- 
donment of the Franco-German 
rapprochement program conceived at 
Thoirry at the same time as the 
Locarno Conference. 

The Marshal cited four points on 
which Germany has refused to give 
satisfaction. These are: 

. Destruction of. fortifications 
along the frontiers of Silesia and 
East Prussia. 

2. Refusal of the Reichstag to vote 
special laws concerning trade in war 
materials, 

3. Refusal. to reform the Prussian 
police force, which is still equipped 
on a military basis. 

4. Refusal to sell or convert 800 bar- 
racks that belonged to the Imperial 
Army.

M hap es sort Bob Jones and robbing him of his 
open golf title at Oakmont will be no rubber- 
tired cinch. It is said that the odds against 

Jones should be 5 to 1. That may be the mathematics 

of it, but it leaves out the personal equation. No other 

golfer of modern times looms up like the Atlanta law 
student. 

Hagen seems to have lost interest in the last year or 
two. Sir Walter’s foot has slipped. It seems strange 
to pick four or five leading contenders for the open 
title and then realize that Hagen has been omitted 
from the reckoning. But it’s logical. ‘‘The Haig”’ 
hasn’t a particularly impressive record in the past few 
United States open championships and his recent play- 
ing has been far below the form that once put him 
and held him at the head of his profession. 

The loss of form is not his heaviest handicap. Golf 
history abounds with examples of players who were 
playing atrociously just before the firing started and 
who were in full possession of the field when the 
smoke of battle had cleared away. A golfer can lose 
his form overnight and regain it almost as quickly. 

Hagen’s real handicap is the loss of the indomitable 
determination, the fighting spirit, the will to win that 
once marked his play. 

And it leaves Jones practically alone as a popular 
favorite in the big battle of the bunkers on the heights 
of Oakmont. 


They Have Met Before. 


Jones knows Oakmont and all its traps and troubles. 
It was there in 1919 that he made his first serious bid 
for the national amateur championship, and it was 
over the same course in 1925 that he won the amateur 
title with a victory over Watts Gunn in the final round. 

The 1919 tourney was a tragic one for the Jones 
family. Bob went to the final round and hooked up 
in a raging battle with Davy Herron, a home-club 
player. 

Bob Jones Sr. and the whole Atlanta Marching and 
Rooting Association counted the victory as good as 
won. Herron was a cheerful and courageous player 
but hardly a match for the rising star of the South. 

Herron gained a lead in the early morning, but Jones 
caught him and they sat down to lunch all square. In 
the afternoon Herron took the lead again, but Jones 
was overhauling him and had a fine chance for victory 
until he hit the twelfth hole. 

Herron was in deep rough on his second and appar 
ently Bob had a clear road for a winning hole, but 
just as his club was over his head on his backswing 
a misguided marshal bellowed ‘‘Fore!’’ almost in 
his ear. 

It was meant to warn some wanderers far down the 
course, but it ruined R. T. Jones Jr. He almost missed 
his ball completely. It skittered into a near-by trap, 
where Jones took two ineffectual strokes and picked 
up. Herron cake-walked in after that. 


Draining the Pool. 


One result of the sad affair was the abolishing of 
the formal ‘‘pool,’’ which had always been a feature 
at amateur championships. 


Here’s how it was worked. At the start of the match 
play rounds the names of the t¥firty-two qualifiers 


were put into a hat. The members of the pool then 
drew these names by chance at a cost of $50 each. 

That put $1,600 in the pool to start with. Then the 
slips with the names on them were put up at auction, 
half of the purchase price going to swell the pool and 
half to the chap who held the slip. Of course, a man 
could bid in his own slip, but he also had to put half 
the purchase price into the general fund. 

Slips with the names of Jones, Evans, Gardner and 
such players were worth round sums while rank out- 
side chances were grouped together as ‘the field.’’ 

The ultimate winner of the pool, of course, was the 
lucky lad who had bid in the slip bearing the name of 
the winner of the tourney. 

These pools were informal affairs, but club mem- 
bers, officials and competitors often took part in them, 
and no one saw any possible harm in them until a 
marshal yelled ‘‘Fore!’’ in the ear of Bob Jones. 


Not Guilty. 


It was the first time that the final round of an ama- 
teur championship had been upset by such an incident 
and discussion reached fever height. 

‘“‘Whose name did he have in the pool?’ queried 
some of the unduly suspicious ones. 

The marshal who made the unfortunate break was 
an Oakmont man and he probably wanted Herron to 
win. If he didn’t he should have. 

But he also had paid something like $2,700 for the 
slip with the name of Jones on it in the pool. When 
he put that unfortunate megaphone to his lips he blew 
a whole fistful of money out of his own lap. 

But if it had been otherwise? The U. 8S. G. A. sud- 
denly awoke to the danger and barred the pool. If 
there have been pools at later tourneys they have been 
run under cover and for small amounts. Never again 
will the evening auction of names take place in the 
main lounge room of the clubhouse. 


Getting Back on the Course. 


But it’s the open and not the amateur championship 
which is now up for discussion. Jones is the logical 
favorite. He is a great shotmaker and medal play is 
right in his line. Even in match play Bob inclines to 
the medal-play method. He plays for par or better 
and figures that it will be good enough to beat the 
other chap before the final green is sighted. The sup- 
position is generally correct. 

Next in line after Jones as a prospective winner one 
might rate Bobby Cruickshank, and behind the ‘“‘wee 
Scot’? one man’s pick is as good as another’s. 

There is much interest in Aubrey Boomer of the 
British Ryder Cup team and in Johnny Farrell, who 
recently captured the metropolitan open champion- 
ship, but one might add the whole Ryder Cup team 
and toss Turnesa, Mehlhorn, Hagen, Barnes, Sarazen 
and Macfarlane into the list and still be wide of the 
ultimate winner. 

There’s Leo Diegel to be considered. There’s Al 
Watrous, Mike Brady, Jock Hutchison, Tommy Armour 
and ‘“‘Light Horse Harry’’ Cooper. 

A break in the luck, a run of good putting, and some 
surprising youngster or tottering veteran may gallop 
off with the crown. 

But if one outstanding player must be picked in ad- 
vance, there is only one answer. The name is Jones.

This has synchronized in the 
main with weakness in the common 
stocks of these companies. Most of 
the preferred issues bear interest of 
from 6 to 7 per cent., and the decline 
has been perplexing to holders of 
these shares.

Smaller Short Interest.

Germany Back as a Borrower. 


The return of Germany as a bor- 
rower in the American market is 
considered important, both as 
furnishing an additional outlet for 
surplus capital and also for helping 
to tide over Germany in the situa- 
tion that has already caused the 
Reichsbank to lose $11,000,000 of its 
gold reserve since the third week of 
March. At the height of the German 
loan movement a year and a half or

Railway Rates and Earnings, 


Railroad men commented last week 
on the relations between traffic, 
rates and earnings of railroads as 
shown by recent figures. Their de- 
duction was that if rates charged 
by the railroads in 1921 had been 
maintained the subsequent increase 
in traffic would have brought the 
railroads $910,000,000 more revenue 
than they actually earned in the 
years 1921 to 1926. The rates were 
reduced, but, thanks to increased 
traffic and economies in operation, 
net operating income of the railroads 
increased from $615,000,000 in 1921 to 
$1,231,000,000 last year. Net oper- 
ating income has, however, been
